horse to specialize in sprints, or middle distances, or long distance 
races—from 6 furlongs to 15 miles Natchez was fighting it out 
with the best and making a race of it all the “vy. 

Natchez won the Kent Stakes (1 1/16—equaled track record, 
1:11 4/5), Edward Burke Handicap (1 1/16, 1:42 3/5, fastest 
time distance had been run in Maryland), Travers, Harford (%, 
1:11 4/5), and Havre de Grace Handicap (1 1/16 miles). Among 
the stakes he placed in were the Empire Gold Cup 15g—a head 
tehind Stymie, and beating Assault, Phalanx, etc.), Suburban 
Handicap (1% miles, to Assault, beating Stymie, *Talon, etc.), 
Belmont Stakes, Withers, Empire City Stakes.

All right, there she is. What'll you give for 
her, ladies and gentlemen? What’ll you give for 
the filly? All right, let’s start her. What do I 
hear? A thousand? Who'll start this nice filly at 
a thousand dollars? ... 


This is a fair prospect. Might make up into a 
middling winner and if she does she would have 
some value as a broodmare prospect, Dam’s had 
two nice winners, but I can’t remember what kind 
of class they had. Probably fair selling platers. 
If she doesn’t go too high . 


Well, who'll give FIVE hundred? Do I hear 
five hundred? THREE hundred? Anybody give 
three hundred? . 


Seems a good-bodied sort, though nothing ex- 
tra, Nice head. Ankles kinda round and the pas- 
terns a little straight. Well, they don’t come per- 
fect. Have to take a chance somewhere. If this 
one comes cheap enough, I might. . . 


I’m bid a hundred dollars. A hundred, will 
you go two? Two will you do it? Two? Two? 


Trouble with fillies is, unless they’re stakes 
class, or up to New York competition, about all 
you can do is run ’em in claiming races. One I 
had last year, thought she was a cut above a plater, 
but couldn’t find no place to run her, There’d be 
races in the condition book, all right, and we’d put 
her in, then the race would be called off and a 
$3,000 top-and-bottom claimer substituted, Finally 
put her in a claimer and that low-down so-and-so 
took her and won three races with her before they 
took her offa him. 


Three hundred! Now four. Now four. Now 
four. Four? Four? Fourfourfourfourfourfourfour— 


Hard to see what holds these breeders up. These 
things don’t bring the stud fees, much less the 
other costs., You can buy ‘em a lot cheaper’n you 
can raise ’°em. Must cost these guys three, four 
thousand dollars to put a yearling in the ring— 
more’n that with some of ’em. Anyway, nobody 
could come out on top nowadays selling horses 
at these prices. Well, that’s their worry. 


Four hundred! Now five. Fivefivefivefivefive. 
I'm bid four hundred, Now five. Five? Five? 


Looks like this one’s going too cheap. Let’s see. 
Dam had two winners. Doesn’t say how many foals 
she’s had to race. Didn’t win herself. Foaled in 
1936. What’s she been doing all these years? Prob- 


ably hasn’t had many to get to the races. Maybe 
the others had ankles like that, But you can’t al- 
ways tell about ankles. Why, I bought a little 
thing down here five, six years ago, looked kinda 
shaky, but I fired her and won four races before 
she got away. Made money on that one. But that 
was when prices were going up. It’s not as easy to 
do now. Still, I sorta like this little trick. Looks 
smart, 


Well, five-fifty. Who'll go five-fifty? Five hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, where? 


Let’s see. If I get this filly at six hundred and 
add on about two hundred and fifty a month for 
six months, that’s fifteen hundred, plus six hun- 
dred is twenty-one hundred. Hell, I oughta be able 
to get her claimed for three thousand, anyway, 
unless something goes wrong. Only if she’s any 
account I'd rather keep her myself for a while. 


I GOT five-fifty! Now six. Now six. Six hun- 
dred dollars, It’s against you now, sir. Will you 
give six hundred dollars? I’m bid five and a half. 
Who'll give six? 


And if she doesn’t show up good in the first 
part of the year, I’m stuck with her for another 
six months and another fifteen hundred, only it’d 
be nearer two thousand than fifteen hundred. Still 
and all, J think I'll drop in a bid on her in a 
minute, 


Six and half now. Seven hundred? Seven? Seven? 
Seven? Now seven-fifty. Got seven hundred, now 
fifty. Who'll go fifty? Seven fifty? Seven and a 
half? It’s against you now, sir. Won’t you give me 
eight hundred, just this once? Well, thank you, 
sir, Then I must sell her.

The Mammalian Egg: Tests 


Show It Can Be Transplanted 


by Dewey G. Steele 


What would you think if another horse- 
man tried to sell you a fertilized egg from 
his most famous mare for transfer into 
the genital tract of one of your extra 
mares? Horse breeding has not yet 
reached that level, but recent experiments 
involving this procedure in other animals 
merit brief attention by horsemen. 


INTEREST IN THE EGG. The mam- 
malian egg can no longer carry on all of 
fts normal processes in secret. Much has 
already been revealed that relates to its 
origin. release. fertilization, descent, im- 
plantation, and development. In fact. no 
other cell has attracted more universal 
interest than the egg. 

Classical embryology was based largely 
on studies concerned with the develop- 
ment of eggs from the frog and hen. This 
is not to be wondered at. because in those 
animals the eggs are expelled from the 
body and lend themselves to observation 
and experimentation. Lowly marine ani- 
mals such as the sea urchin and starfish 
also release eggs possessing distinctive 
advantages for experimental studies. 

In mammalian development. the rabbit. 
guinea pig. rat. and pig have contributed 
ereatly to our knowledge. “Facts of the 
barnyard” now make companions of the 
embryologist and the animal breeder. 
Techniques which the embryologist ex- 
plored in the more lowly animals have 
borne remarkable fruit in the perfection 
of artificial insemination. 

Because the female in all of the large 
farm animals is so limited in her repro- 
ductive capacity. the visionary breeder 
and the biologist have dreamed of ways in 
which the female could be induced to in- 
crease her breeding powers. 


MAMMALIAN EXPERIMENTS. Many 
a breeder has expressed in colorful Jan- 
guage his regret that he could not “pre- 
serve” ovaries or testes from his superior 
animals as they approached _ senility. 
Ovaries have actually been transplanted 
successfully in such animals as the guinea 
pig. and genetic checks have been used 
to show that a castrated female receiving 
ovaries from another female transmits not 
her own traits but those of the female 
which provided the transplanted ovaries. 
Testes may be transplanted also, but they 
cease to function as organs of sperm 


DR. DEWEY G. STEELE, geneticist at the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, University of Ken- 
tucky, has long been interested in the breeding 
of Thoroughbred horses as well as other animals. 
His articles have appeared in THe Btoop-Horse 
and other publications. 


manufacture. Because of serious antagon- 
isms that occur so commonly in tissue 
transplantation, there appears to be little 
to be hoped for in this procedure with 
the farm animals. 


Male readers may have little interest 
in the remarkable demonstration of vir- 
gin development induced in the eggs of 
the rabbit. This astounding accomplish- 
ment was closely related to extended 
studies performed earlier on the eggs of 
many invertebrate animals. This remark- 
able demonstration of artificially stimulated 
development in which no sperm partici- 
pated interests the animal breeder but 
not yet to the extent that it does the 
embryologist. 

What is more to the point is the fact 
that early in the present century it was 
demonstrated in England that eggs could 
be recovered from the genital tract of a 
female rabbit and then transferred to the 
genital tract of another female rabbit, in 
which they completed their embryonic de- 
velopment. This has been repeated many 
times by other investigators, and it ap- 
pears to be a sort of training discipline 
for those engaged in this type of research. 

Only a few months ago it was an- 
nounced that successful egg transfers had 
been accomplished in the sheep and goat 
by Dr. Warwick and Dr. Berry at the 
Texas Agricultural Experiment Station. 
Apparently. certain other investigators 
have also been successful with sheep. 
Several men are now working to perfect 
techniques whereby this same thing may 
be accomplished in the cow. 

Ray Umbaugh. associated with the 
Foundation of Applied Research in Texas. 
has been especially active in exploring 
the possibilities with cattle. He has al- 
ready demonstrated that fertilized eggs 
may be recovered from one cow and trans- 
ferred to another cow. Althongh some 
transfers were successful, full term de- 
velopment has not yet taken place. This 
practical limitation may be only tem- 
porary. Other investigators have also ex- 
perienced great difficulties in this regard. 
Even granting these discouragements, it 
is probable that complete technical suc- 
cess is only around the corner. 


HORMONE THERAPY. This potential- 
ly powerful tool, which may eventually be 
used to extend the breeding influence of 
superior females, has important relation- 
ships to that division of biology known 
as endocrinology. which is concerned with 
the hormones produced by various glands 
(testis, pituitary, etc.). Much has been

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Keeneland Summaries 


The division of the Keeneland Fall 
Sales into two sections, one in October 
and one in November, will delay a final 
appraisal of the current market for young 
race horses. But to judge from the results 
of the Breeders’ Sales Company auctions 
at Keeneland last week, when 223 year- 
lings brought $299.450, average $1,342, 
the demand for yearlings and the supply 
of money has remained fairly level. 


The 223 yearlings sold last week in- 
cluded 111 fillies which averaged $1.078, 
and 112 colts which averaged $1,604. To 
repeat, the over-all average was $1.342. 
Last year, when the entire lot of yearlings 
was disposed of at a single auction series 


in November, 464 head averaged $1,957. 


It is reasonably likely, when the re- 
turns are in from the sales to be held at 
Keeneland November 14-17. that the 1949 
average for fall sales yearlings will be in 
the neighborhood of the 1948 level. This 
expectation is based on the belief that 
the general quality of the November sales. 
when 262 yearlings will be sold. will be 
somewhat higher than for last week’s 
sales. If the same conditions—the demand 
for horses and the supply of money—are 
effective next month in approximately the 
same ratio as at last week’s auctions, the 
average for the October and November 
auctions combined should not be far be- 
low the 1948 level of $1.957. 


Last week’s auctions were difficult for 
an observer to appraise. On the first night. 
Monday. October 17, the sales arena at 
Keeneland was jammed with peonle. The 
average for 56 yearlings was $1,166. Af- 
ter that opening session the crowds he- 
came thinner by the night. but the aver- 
ages were higher. Even on the last night. 
Thursday, October 20. when the auc- 
tioneers had to work hard for bids and 
the crowd seemed more disposed for so- 
cial conversation than for buvine horses. 
the average was $1.217. On that night 
two yearlings brought only $100 each. 
and one re-sale yearling found a new 
home only after considerable urging by 
the auctioneer, who at last got a $25 hid 
for her. 

Tt is on the hasis of these conditions. 
plus the fact that some of the better 
consignments had been withdrawn in favor 
of the later sale, that a higher average 
may be expected for November’s better 
offerings. 

But even if the average holds up rea- 
sonably well in November. there will be 
small reason for breeders to congratulate 
themselves. It was quite evident at last 
week’s auctions that most of the yearlings 
sold for less than the cost of production, 
and many of them did not even return the 


cost of the stud fee. So even if a floor 
of sorts has been established under the 
market, it is a floor that gives the con- 
signor of poor or mediocre horses no 
room for profit.

$89.700. average $1,520. 

The top price was $5,100, which was a 
new high to that time. John Marsch paid 
it to K. K. Knox for a bay colt by Free 
For All out of the Plucky Play mare 
Plucky Kay. The previous high of $5,000 
was equaled by a colt by Our Boots— 
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Gilt, by Display. Hugh A. Grant bought 
him from the Penn Brothers consignment, 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Gorman paid $4, 
400 for a Blue Swords—Lydia K. filly 
from the R. M. Young consignment.

A minor problem which racing secre- 
taries have is finding names for the bet- 
ter overnight races. In the main this is 
merely window dressing, because the 
featured races look better to the cus- 
tomers if they’re called the Minnehaha 
Handicap than if they just read “3-year- 
olds and up which have not won two 
races other than maiden or claiming 
since April 1.” As time goes on, there 
is a tendency to run out of names. 

Last Friday Jamaica had a Lady Es- 
ther Handicap. It was a dull day, and 
to get a few lines closer to the end of 
the story, this onlooker suggested that 
Jack Campbell had done this as a retal- 
iatory thrust at the Elizabeth Arden line 
of cosmetics, because Maine Chance Farm 
had shipped to Chicago for the summer. 

It was a fortunate gibe, because it 
brought out the truth. Mr. Campbell had, 
in a vague way, heard of the Lady Esther 
cosmetics, but they weren’t on his mind 
when he named the race. The point was 
this: Mrs. Campbell’s first name is Es- 
ther. Mrs. Campbell’s birthday fell on 
last Saturday. When Mr. Campbell made 
up his condition book, he hit upon the 
notion of naming Friday’s race the Lady 
Esther, so when it came up, it would in- 
fallibly remind him that the following 
day was his wife’s birthday. and he could 
scurry out and do something about it. 


PROGRESS. Last Saturday night the 
Turf Benevolent Association, an organi- 
zation made up chiefly of men from the 
mutuel department, held its annual din- 
ner at the Biltmore, in New York. and 
selected as its honor guest Francis Pat- 
tick Dunne, the steward representing the 
State Racing Commission. and a man of 
many parts. He was, as is usual in such 
a case, the recipient of many laudatory 
comments, and of an object which at 
first glance I took to be a silver foot 
locker, but which turned out to be a 
humidor cigar box. 

Mr. Dunne proved to be not very much 
impressed with the fine things which were 
said about his progress and advancement 
in racing. When it came his turn to 
speak, he remarked: 

“When I first came to the race tracks, 
some 30 years ago, I had to be out on 
the track at 8:00. I had to say ‘Yes, sir’ 
to everybody with a white shirt. And I 
had to stay until after the last race. 

“Now I don’t have to get to the track 


until 8:30. But I still have to say ‘Yes, 
sir’ to practically everybody. And [ still 
have to stay until after the last race.” 

He was reminded of the system which 
used to be in vogue in Kentucky, by 
which a colored attendant was left in the 
stewards’ stand to push the “official” 
button when the clerk of scales signaled 
that the weights were all right, while 
the stewards beat the crowd out the front 
gate. He did not seem to think it would 
work. 


SMALL PACKAGE. One of the minor 
items around this year is Keith Stuart. 
16-year-old rider from Bermuda, who has 
had a few mounts through the fall, but 
has not yet got a winner in the United 
States. On his birthday, last May, he 
weighed 78 pounds, but has now got up 
to 82. Jack Campbell looked him over 
in the paddock a few days ago, and 
commented, “Now I can range the 
weights down lower.” 

He rode a very slow horse named 
Touristette the other day, and made 102 
pounds, including a big saddle and 11 
pounds of lead. It’s a standing joke in 
the jockey room that if Stuart ever gets 
a mount on a 126-pound horse, they'll 
have to get a stronger valet to carry 
the lead out. “He’s built like Mickey

It was in the Selima that Bed o’ Roses 
most firmly established herself in the top 
rank: she beat Striking and seven others 
by seven lengths, and was running easily 
at the finish. The win brought her earn- 
ings to $129,995. She is trained by W. 
C. Winfrey. Eric Guerin is the rider 
shown on the cover. 
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Mouse,” one of the valets remarked, and 
added that Stuart was the smallest jockey 
that had been around in his time, except 
one of the Le Blanc brothers. 

Stuart, a native Bermudan, rode in 
about seventy races on the island—I con- 
fess I know virtually nothing about rac- 
ing there—and got 1] winners, at a track 
named Shelly Bay.

Stuart, with no reputation and no big 
stable to give him mounts, has in the 
main ridden horses with virtually no 
chance. HTe’s under contract to Ken Force. 


SEARCH. Last week Harry LaMon- 
tagne decided that his crack handicap 
mare Conniver, now a 5-year-old. would 
not regain the form which made her the 
best of her sex in 1948, and determined 
to retire her. She goes, in a few days, 
to A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, and 
will be bred next spring. Mr. Hancock 
suggested *Mahmoud as the ideal mate 
for her, and Mr. LaMontagne agrees. The 
trouble with this is that services to *Mah- 
moud are as scarce as three-sided nick- 
els. Still, he’s the choice, and if anyone 
owning a service to that stallion wants to 
sell it. I’m sure he could get a pretty fair 
premium for it. 

Conniver’s history is pretty well known. 
She came out of a yearling sale at Mea- 
dow Brook for $2.500. At the end of her 
3-year-old season her owner was trying 
to sell her for $7,500, and Pete Bostwick 
was nibbling at the idea of making a 
hurdler out of her. The deal fell through. 
and she raced on the flat at four. She 
won some nice races at Belmont—she 
hadn’t been put in any stakes there— 
but the first indication that she was of 
real top quality came the day _ she 
grabbed Stymie by the head in the Aque- 
duct Handicap and wouldn’t let go. He 
beat her a head. but he didn’t gain an 
inch on her in the last sixteenth. 

After this Conniver went to the head 
of the class. winning the Vagrancy, the 
Brooklyn. the Beldame, and the Comely 
Handicaps. In the Beldame she was 
ranked at 121 pounds. with 126 on Snow 
Goose and 124 on Gallorette. When the 
Comely came six weeks later, she was 
ranked even with Snow Goose at 125. 
with only First Flight (126) ahead of 
her. Miss Request had 120. But Why 
Not and Gallorette 119. In the running 
she beat Miss Request a bit more than a 
length, with First Flight and But Why 
Not away in the ruck, so you’d have to 
rank her away the best, weight and all.

Bed o’ Roses Wins the Selima; 
Oil Capitol Wins Himself Out 


Such important money as was around 
last week was hung up mostly for the 2- 
year-olds. The fattest of these purses was 
at Laurel Park, where the 1;;-mile Selima 
Stakes, for 2-year-old 
fillies, grossed $52,- 
510. Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Bed o’ Roses 
scooped up the purse 
like the 20th Century 
takes on water. She 
was seven lengths to 
the good at the end 
of the 1, miles. 
Closest to her was 
Ogden Phipps’ entry 1 
of Striking and Bu- 
sanda, which were 
about a length apart. 


Bed o’ Roses netted $40.010 on the deal, 
plus the prestige of winning her fifth 
stakes of the year. Elsewhere along the 
way she had accounted for the filly divi- 
sion of the National Stallion Stakes, the 
Rancocas. Colleen (second division) and 
Matron Stakes, plus some seconds and 
thirds in four other stakes. At the year- 


end balloting the daughter of Rosemont— 
Good Thing. by Discovery will poll some 
votes. The Rosemont filly now has total 
earnings of $129,995, which not only is 
more than any other filly has won, but 


also is substantially more than any of 
the colts have gathered. Wisconsin Boy 
and Guillotine, her nearest rivals among 
the colts, have less than $100.000 each. 


At Keeneland the race of the week also 
was for 2-year-olds. It was the six-furlong 
Breeders’ Futurity. gross $43,885. It was, 
in the main aspects. a repeat of the Keene- 
land Sales Colt and Gelding Stakes of 
a week before. Oil Capitol drove up in 
the stretch, as he had in the easier race, 
and won like a good colt. He was a length 
and a quarter in front of French Admiral, 
which had finished second in the KSC&G 
Stakes but had been disqualified. Roman 
Bath was third. The net of $28,517 was 
the richest purse in the history of the 
race, and brought the son of *Mahmoud— 
*Never Again 2nd, by Pharos. to total 
earnings of $58,201. 

This is the sort of treatment given Fred 
W. Hooper early in his racing venture. 
Though in the sport on a smaller scale— 
Oil Capitol is said to be his only runner— 
Thomas Gray has found it proportionately 
profitable. He paid $15,000 for his Fu- 
turity winner as a yearling. The colt’s 
first stakes win was in the Lansing Stakes, 
at Detroit back in May. 

George D. Widener sent out a pair of 
2-year-olds during the week and won two 


stakes which previously had eluded him, 


The winner, bred by Elmendorf Farm, is 
French Admiral was the second horse, 


Roman Bath, third. 


Eight Thirty’s daughter Rare Perfume 
won the Autumn Day Stakes a day after 
Eight Thirty’s son Lights Up had won 
the Remsen Handicap. It was not the 
first stakes win for Rare Perfume: she } 
had taken the Fashion Stakes in May, 
and had been second in two others. But 
it was the first such accomplishment for 
the colt. 


At Garden State Park, A. S. Hewitt’s 
Cornwall, a son of the young. stallion 
Some Chance, got a break when Case- 
mate was virtually left at the post, and 
capitalized on it to win the Garden State 
Stakes. Casemate overcame most of his 
ill fortune, but measured just a nose short 
of victory. Suleiman was third. 


Among the older racers, Menow’s 3- 
year-old sister, Lithe, wore: down Ima- 
comin and outlasted But Why Not to win 
the 1,;-mile Co:nely Handicap, at Em- 
pire-at-Jamaica on the Saturday. Eastern 
race-goers had forgotten about her win 
over Bewitch, at Arlington Park. and let 
her go at nearly 13 to 1.

Henry L. Straus 
Dies In Crash 


Henry L. Straus, president of Tropical 
Park and vice president of the American 
Totalisator Company, was killed on the 
night of October 25 when a private plane 
exploded in the air near Baltimore. Along 
with him died the pilot. Wally Meyer; 
the co-pilot, Delton R. Osborne; and A. J. 
Johnson, executive and engineer who had 
done much to develop the totalisator. 


Mr. Straus, who was about 53 years old. 
had an extremely keen and analytical 
mind, which he turned to the mechanics 
of pari-mutuel betting at race tracks. His 
own thinking and promotion, with the aid 
of technical assistants. led to the develop- 
ment of the American totalisator. which 
probably has been more influential in rais- 
ing the status of racing and contributing 
to its spread in the U. S. than any other 
single device of recent origin. 


American race tracks at first were re- 
luctant to accept the totalisator, which 
was designed to replace the tedious 
method of selling pari-mutuel tickets by 
hard, and to enable the probable odds to 
be calculated more quickly and with much 
greater accuracy. 

Mr. Straus and his associates took their 
idea to England. where it was well re- 
ceived. But as totalisator methods became 
refined, and the speed and accuracy of 
the system became more apparent. U. S. 
race tracks took it up, and at present none 
but the smaller tracks operate without it.

The accuracy of the device in facilitating 
the calculation of odds, and the speed of 
its ticket dispensing machines, made it 
possible for race tracks to gain a public 
confidence they never before had attained. 
and to handle larger crowds than ever 
before. 


About 1932, shortly after the totalisator 
became generally accepted in the minds 
of the public and track managements, Mr. 
Straus became an owner of racing and 
breeding stock. This culminated in his 
purchase and development of Cherry Hill 
Farm. near Reisterstown, Md. In about 
1936 he bought the *Sickle mare Ladyin- 
themoon, which produced for him the 
stakes winners Quarter Moon, New Moon, 
and Nokomis. He also bred the distance 
star Pilaster, which last fall swept through 
a series of races on the Maryland tracks. 

Henry Straus was a many-sided man. 
Besides the totalisator, he had been asso- 
ciated in the development of the “elec- 
tronic brain.” the marvelous computing 
machine whose potential far outstrips the 
imagination of its human operators. He 
also was deeply interested in animal 
breeding. both Thoroughbred horses and 
Shorthorn cattle. At his home at Cherry 
Hill he accumulated a notable gallery of 
horse portraits by such artists as Marshall. 
Herring. Wolstenholme. Troye. and other 
leaders in the field. 

His interest in racing ran in other chan- 
nels besides the financial and the opera- 
tion of a stable. He was a sharp observer 
of management methods and was quick to 
take a stand when he detected what he 
considered to be an unethical practice. 
Though he could have gained enormously 
through legalized off-course betting, be- 
cause the money might have cleared 
through the totalisator. he believed it to 
be harmful to racing in the long run. and 
was outspoken against it. He was a ver- 
satile writer, and occasionally contributed 
items of whimsy and satire to Turf pub- 
lications. 

Usually, in these contributions, he put 
tongue in cheek and commented on some 
of the current problems. such as the over- 
production of yearlings. the excess of 
horses over stalls. and other similar situa- 
tions. His observations were keen. witty. 
and precise, and as occasionally happens 
when a writer assumes a dead pan but 
takes dead aim, they left some of his read- 
ers looking the other way. 

Henry Straus was graduated from Johns 
Hopkins University, at Baltimore. where 
he was captain of the varsity track team. 
He was president of the alumni associa- 
tion. He was president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association and a mem- 
ber of the Carrollton Hounds and other 
organizations. During the first world war 
he was a lieutenant of Infantry. and later 
changed to naval aviation. He was a mem- 
ber of the syndicate owning the *Bull Dog

stallion Occupy, and had at stud at Cherry 
Hill his home-bred stallions New Moon 
and Quarter Moon. His long-time associ- 
ates in the totalisator company were 
Charles A. and Gurnee Munn, who also 
are stockholders in Tropical Park. 


Harry Straus, as he was generally 
known. was one of the best loved and 
most highly regarded men in racing. A 
native of Baltimore, and member of a 
distinguished Maryland family. he had 
been a leader since his days as a brilliant 
student at Johns Hopkins University. At 
the time of his death he was president 
of the Marvland Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. the American Shorthorn Associa- 
tian, and the American Polled Shorthorn 
Association.

Crispin Oglebay. 73, died at his home 
at Gates Mills, Ohio. early on the mor- 
ning of October 23. His death came sud- 
denly—just three days earlier he had 
been present at Laurel Park, in Mary- 
land. to see his mare Lock and Key set 
a new course record in winning the Chevy 
Chase Steeplechase Handicap. 


In the world of the Turf. Mr. Oglebay 
was known as a quiet. kindly. good- 
humored gentleman who bred and raced 
successfully on a small scale, and who 
emphasized quality instead of quantity. 
He was a member of The Jockey Club. 
In the business world he was an able ad- 
ministrator and executive who held re- 
sponsible offices in more than 20 corpora- 
tions, ranging from mining to lake ship-

Speed Wonder 
Boojum Dies 


“Although common snarks do no manner of 
harm, 
I feel it my duty to say 
Some are Boojums,” the Bellman broke off in 
alarm, 
For the Banker had fainted away. 


From the famous nonsense of Lewis 
Carroll’s The Hunting of the Snark. Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney in the late 1920's 
picked up the name Boojum. It had to be 
given to a horse of extreme promise, for 
this particular variety of snark, according 
to Carroll, was so fearsome that merely 
looking upon a Boojum was enough to 
cause anyone to fade into thin air. 

It so happened that among the year- 
lings of 1928 were two colts of such ex- 
traordinary promise that it was difficult 
to decide which one would be Boojum. 
As it turned out, the question was finally 
resolved by naming one of them Boojum 
and the other Whichone, and both names 
became famous. 

As a 2-year-old in 1929 Boojum, a bay 
colt by John P. Grier and first foal of 
the stakes-winning mare Elf. by *Chicle. 
got to the races at Belmont Park in June.

Those were 
his only wins. He was third in the Cham- 
pagne Stakes. unplaced in his one other 
start at two. Unsound from the _ begin- 
ning, and so fast it was difficult to get 
him around turns, he did not race at all 
as a 3-year-old, and made only one start 
at four, finishing second. 

His poor luck followed him back to the 
Whitney Farm at Lexington, where he 
entered the stud in 1932. A_ persistent 
infection lowered his fertility to such a 
degree that in 15 years in the stud he 
got only 31 foals. At one point he was 
sent to the King Ranch in Texas. on the 
theory that the climate and range condi- 
tions would improve his ability to sire 
foals. It did; in 1940 he had six regis- 
tered foals, and in 1941 there were seven. 
But the improvement was only temporary. 
and the number of his offspring in later 
years ranged from zero to three. 

His stud career was something of the 
same kind of wonder as his racing record. 
He got one foal in 1933, the stakes win- 
ner Snark; one in 1934, the stakes win- 
ner Jub Jub: one in 1935, the winner 
Candle Ends; three in 1936, all winners. 
including the stakes winner Thinguma- 
bob. which had to be destroyed as a 2- 
year-old at Saratoga. In the following 
year there was one foal. the winner Unico. 
Thus in his first five years at stud Boo- 
jum got seven foals, seven winners, three 
stakes winners. Best of the later years 
were the stakes winners Boojiana and 
Burg-El-Arab. 

Through 1948 Boojum’s 31 foals. in- 
cluding those which did not race, had 
earned a total of $358,417, an average

Parker Ranch 
In Hawaii 


(From Erik Krag, Aptos S and S Ranch, 
Monterey, Calif.) 


On a recent trip to the enchanted Isle 
of Hawaii I had occasion to visit the fa- 
mous Parker Ranch, covering some 500.- 
000 acres. and second in size only to the 
King Ranch in Texas. 

The Parker Ranch maintains a goodly 
number of horses for the use of over 200 
employees, handling a herd of between 30 
and 35 thousand head of Herefords. They 
stand several Thoroughbred stallions. 
among them a 17-hand brown son _ of 
*Beau Pere besides the veteran Ormsby. 
who is now well along in his twenties. 

Although still hale and hearty, the en- 
closed picture of Ormsby shows that like 
all of Hawaii, he has felt the pinch of the 
155-day long shipping strike which has 
just terminated, being deprived of his 
usual rations of oats and oat hay from 
the mainland, and having had to depend 
on the native “heart grass.” which ap- 
pears quite palatable but nevertheless is 
not sufficiently nutritive to furnish a com- 
pletely satisfactory ration for stallions. 

It occurred to me that readers of THE

In another side of the 
sporting field he was a patron of the 
hunts, and owned some outstanding show 
hunters. 


Crispin Oglebay was introduced to the 
Turf at an early age. When he was a 
boy his father, James H. Oglebay, owned 
a stable of harness horses trained by 
the noted Budd Doble. In company with 
his father, the boy visited Lexington as 
early as 1890 to see Doble win the fa- 
mous Transylvania Stakes with McDoel. 


After graduation from St. Paul’s School 
and Yale (1900), Mr. Oglebay entered 
the employ of the J. G. Peppard Seed 
Company, at Kansas City, as a shipping 
clerk. Shortly afterward he became sec- 
retary of the Hoffman Hinge and Feun- 
dry Company, at Cleveland, and began 
the ascent that was to culminate in the 
board chairmanship of Oglebay, Norton, 
and Company, of Cleveland. and associa- 
tion with many other industrial, mining, 
and transportation companies. 

He made his first Thoroughbred pur- 
chase, for racing, about 1930, and subse- 
quently owned many first-class horses, 
some of which he bred himself. Among 
the stakes winners he bred are Ocean 
Blue, Price Level, Air Hero, Noble Im- 
pulse, and Lock and Key. Others raced 
by him (many of them were selected 
by him at yearling sales) included Level 
Best (Demoiselle Stakes, Saratoga Sales 
Stakes, Spinaway Stakes, Old Colony 
Stakes, Eastern Shore Handicap). Level 
Head (dam of Lock and Key), Boy 
Knight, Holiday Girl, and others. Many 
of the mares thus acquired are in the 
broodmare band maintained by Mr. Ogle- 
bay at Harrie B. Scott’s Shandon Farm, 
Lexington. His racing stable was trained 
by J. P. (Doc) Jones. 

Mr. Oglebay was a native of Wheeling, 
W. Va., and though most of his life was 
spent at Cleveland, he felt warmly toward 
his native State and contributed to its 
welfare in many ways. One of his out- 
standing contributions was though Ogle- 
bay Park, at Wheeling. This was origin- 
ally a 25-acre estate owned by his uncle. 
Earl Oglebay, who enlarged it to 795 
acres and employed experts to develop 
fine chickens, horses. cattle, vegetables. 
flowers, and other farm products, mainly 
through the agricultural extension de- 
partment of West Virginia University. 
Upon his uncle’s death Crispin Oglebay 
took the lead in further developing Ogle- 
bay Park as a community center, with 


golf links, stables, a swimming pool, and 


other adjuncts. For these and other ser- 
vices Crispin Oglebay received honorary 
degrees from Bethany College and West 
Virginia University. 

Mr. Oglebay’s many interests included 
tree conservation. which found an outlet 
at Oglebay Park and at his home at Gates 
Mills. outside Cleveland. 

Funeral services were held at Gates 
Mills on October 25. Survivors are a 
sister, Miss Kate Oglebay, and a cousin. 
Courtney Burton. Mr. Oglebay was un- 
married.

Heber H. Temple 


Heber H. Temple, a native of Kenton 
Countv. Ky.. died October 14, in Lexing- 
ton, after a short illness. Mr. Temple, 77 
vears old at the time of his death. former- 
ly owned Dunrovin Farm, a_ breeding 
establishment near Paris, and had been 
a resident of Fayette County almost con- 
tinuously since 1931, when he retired from 
the railroad business. 

The name Dunrovin was selected by 


Mrs. Temple, because Mr. Temple’s rail- 
road work had required the couple to do 
a great deal of traveling. 

Starting on a modest scale, the Temples 
bought four mares. and bred them to four 
different stallions. Their first foal. Peter 
Pumpkin, by Peter Hastings—Tyche, by 
*Marvex. won his first start. paying a 
$175 mutuel. Peter Pumpkin won 16 races 
in seven seasons. Another foal of Tyche. 
Chuckle. won the Salem and Autumn 
Day Stakes, and earned $21.700. 

Mr. Temple entered the Thoroughbred 
sport as a hobby, but with an eve to 
making it pay. His horses were trained by 
his son. H. H. Temple Jr. Other survivors 
include his wife. Mrs. Elizabeth White- 
house Temple. two brothers, four sisters, 
and two grandchildren.

learned of the endocrine balances con- 
cerned with breeding behavior, and some 
progress has been made _ relative to 
therapeutic uses of various endocrine pre- 
parations for the regulation of the hreed- 
ing cycle and other reproductive phe- 
nomena. 

Normally, one egg is released at the 
heat period by the cow (and mare). but 
if only this one egg is to be recovered and 
transferred the procedure would at best 
only increase the breeding capacity of 
a cow a few fold. Why not stimulate 
superovulation, the release of many func- 
tional eggs? This may be done with some 
degree of success by the administration 
of an appropriate hormone preparation 
obtained from the pituitary glands of 
other animals. If this type of thing should 
be repeated at successive heat periods and 
appropriate transfers made, it is obvious 
that the breeding talents of a cow would 
be increased many, many, fold. 


HORSE BREEDING. It is unlikely that 
this remarkable procedure will meet with 
approval in the breeding of Thorough- 
breds even though it may be found appli- 
cable to horses. On the other hand, it is 
not hard to think of mares that possess 
qualifications which would entitle them to 


such favorable consideration. 

The technical problems in this pro- 
cedure are very great, but probably no 
greater than those involved in many other 
things which have been used so effectively 
by man. Certainly no one but a stupid 
person could learn of this great technical 
accomplishment without being thrilled. 
Technical progress in one field of animal 
breeding sooner or later affects all breed- 
ing. 

Animal breeding always has attracted, 
and always will attract. the best minds we 
have.

Which Were Successful Racers

A correspondent recently inquired if 
racing history parallels any instances of 
brothers and sisters that were first class 
performers, the inquiry being predicated, 
no doubt, on the successes achieved by 


Busher and Mr. Busher. 


Offhand, I can recall six similar instan- 
ces in this country, five of which I think 
are worth reviewing. The sixth can be 
dismissed with a paragraph. 

The first were Inspector B. and Bella 
B. They were by Enquirer—Colossa, by 
Colossus, and both were bred by General 
W. G. Harding at the Belle Meade Stud. 
in Tennessee. Both were bays and both 
raced in the red and blue silks of the 
Dwyer Brothers. James Rowe trained 
Inspector B. at two. At three and five 
he was trained by Frank McCabe, who 
also trained Bella B. 

Inspector B., foaled in 1883, was orig- 
inally named Envoleur, but his name was 
changed to compliment Thomas Byrnes, 
New York police inspector. As a 2-year- 
old, Inspector B. won four races in 10 
starts, including two purses and_ two 
sweepstakes. But at three, he developed 
into one of the best horses in training. 
He won nine races in 17 starts. Among 
them were the Belmont and the Tidal 
Stakes. In the latter he beat William 
P. Burch’s Biggonet. He also won the 
Stud Stakes. beating none other than The 
Bard and Ban Fox: the Harvest Handi- 
cap. the Travers. Iroquois. and United 
States Hotel Stakes. He did not race 
at four, but at five he won three races, 
one of which was a sweepstakes at a 
mile. He shouldered 132 pounds. 

Retired to the stud. he sired that great 
filly Endurance by Right. Inspector B. 
in 49 starts won 23 races and $58,282. 

His sister Bella B., foaled in 1885, did 
not race at two, but at three she won 9 
races in 24 starts. Among them was the 
Ladies Stakes (114 miles) with Belinda, 
later dam of Blandy, fourth: the Alabama 
Stakes, beating Los Angeles: the Vestal 
Stakes at Pimlico, again beating Los 
Angeles, and the Mermaid Stakes. 

At four, in 22 starts, Bella B. won four 
sweepstakes. Altogether. she won 13 races 
in 46 starts. 

Then there were Dr. Hasbrouck and 
Briar Sweet, both chestnuts, the former 
foaled in 1888, the latter in 1895. They 
were bred by James B. Haggin at the 
Rancho del Paso, near Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia. 

Dr. Hasbrouck raced from two to six, 
starting in 85 races and winning 40. 
At two, he was owned by A. H. and D. 


H. Morris, and was trained by Wyndham 
Walden. At three. he ran first as the 
property of Barrick and Withrow, and 
later he raced for W. H. Barrick, who 
trained him from three on. 


Dr. Hasbrouck won three races at two, 
one of which was the Larchmont Stakes 
at the expense of the high class gelding, 
Strathmeath and the good fillies, Reckon 
and La Tosca. He won no stakes at three. 
but was successful nine times, mostly over 
sprinting distances. At four, he account- 
ed for 12 races in 17 starts. Two of these 
were stakes. One was the Culver Stakes 
at scale weights. in which he beat King- 
ston and Correction, the dam of Yankee. 
The other was the Bronxdale Handicap. 
1 mile, under 126 pounds, beating Nomad 
104, Kildeer 104, Fairy 111, Wah Jim 96, 
White Rose 97, Sleipner 117, and Reckon 
121. The latter two fell. 

Among those beaten by Dr. Hasbrouck 
at four were Morello, then two, Huron, 
three, Aloha, Raceland, Potomac, Stone- 
nell, Tournament, Reporter and Chesa- 
peake. 


At five Dr. Hasbrouck won 12 races in

21 starts. Among his victories were the 
New Rochelle Handicap, carrying 127 
pounds, the Flight Stakes, the Sprinters 
Handicap, the Culver Stakes, and the 
Bronxdale Handicap. Among those he- 
hind him were Stonenell, St. Florian, De- 
fargilla, Kingston, Charade, and Correc- 
tion. At six, his last year on the Turf, he 
won four races in 10 starts and defeated 
Banquet. Montana, Lamplighter, Clifford, 
Rey el Santa Anita, and Strathmeath. At 
stud, he was a failure. 


Dr. Hasbrouck’s sister. Briar Sweet, 
was the best mare ever bred in California. 
At two, she raced under lease in the 
green and copper silks of Marcus Daly. 
Trained by Matt Byrnes, she won only 
one race in seven starts at two. But this

Mesmerist was a chestnut 
colt, foaled in 1897. Hatasoo was a 
brown filly, foaled two years later. They 
were by *Albert—Hoodoo, by *Darebin, 
and they were trained by Julius Bauer. 


Mesmerist ran at two as the property 
of Bromley and Company. and thereafter 
she ran as the property of Arthur Fea. 
therstone, who also raced Hatasoo in his 
black with canary sash. Arthur Feather. 
stone was the “Company” of Bromley and 
Company. He made his money manu. 
facturing Featherstone bicycles. 


Mesmerist was the best 2-year-old of his 
year. In 13 starts, he won nine races, 
was second in three, and third in one. 
Among his victories were the Foam 
Stakes. beating Waring and _ Brigadier, 
and the second division of the Double 
Event, under 129 pounds. Prince of Mel- 
bourne, which had defeated Mesmerist in 
the first division of the Double Event, 
was fourth. Then Mesmerist won three 
sweepstakes at Saratoga, worth $2,510. 
$2.790, and $4,400 respectively. In the 
last, he carried 129 pounds and beat Col. 
James Pepper’s King’s Courier, which 
won England’s Doncaster Cup the follow- 
ing year. Next, Maribert, trained by 
Tom Welsh, and Gonfalon, owned by Per- 
ry Belmont and trained by A. J. Joyner. 
beat him in a sweepstakes at Saratoga. 
The winner and Mesmerist carried 129 
pounds, and Gonfalon carried 122. 


Mesmerist, favorite at even money, was 
beaten a nose and a head. Back of them 
were IIdrim. destined to win the Belmont 
Stakes the next year in the silks of Gene 
Leigh: King’s Courier, Waring and Sam 
Phillips. The race was worth $4,250. 

After returning to Long Island, Mes- 
merist won the Dash, the Autumn Stakes. 
and the Great Eastern Handicap, carry- 
ing 130 pounds, in a field of fifteen. 
Maribert was fourth. Lieutenant Gibson. 
Toddy. Ten Candles. Col. Roosevelt, and 
David Garrick were unplaced. All were in 
receipt of weight. 

Mesmerist’s last and richest victory 
was scored in the Junior Champion 
Stakes, under 122 pounds. It was worth 
$18,320. Back of him were High Order 
112, Ildrim 105, Modrine 105, Waring 
105, Prince of Melbourne 112, Toddy 
108. Kilmarnock 108, King’s Courier 
(destined to win the Nursery Handicap)

He was given stud opportunities, 
but he was a failure as a sire. 

Hatasoo, Mesmerist’s sister, raced only 
at two and three, starting 16 times, win- 
ning 9 races. She was second in one, 
third in one, and unplaced in five. She 
won her maiden race at Sheepshead Bay, 
june 16, 1901, beating a good field. 
Among them were Chilton, De Reszke, 
Highlander, and Cameron. In this race 
there was a horse named Basileus. 1 
doubt if he ever won a race. There was 
also a filly named Concertina, and a 
bay colt named Man o War (*Ben 
strome—Maria D.), owned by H. T. Grit- 
fn, who now resides in southern Califor- 
niae This Man o’ War failed to win a 
race until his tenth start. Hatasoo’s other 
victory was scored in the Vernal Stakes 
($2,940) at the expense of Disadvantage, 
Rossignol, and five others. 

She was one of the best fillies in train- 
ing, at three. In the New Rochelle Handi- 
cap she defeated Kamara, Whiskey King, 
and three others. Then she won the 
Claremont Handicap, but Blue Girl de- 
feated her in the Ladies Stakes, under 
level weights. She won the Coney Island 
Handicap, conceding from two to 23 
pounds to her rivals, the Brighton Oaks, 
beating Sun Shower, Femesole, and the 
Swift Stakes. She defeated Lux Casta, 
and the 5-year-old Red Path, in a purse. 
She was beaten off in the Alabama, won 
by Par Excellence, and was practically 
left at the post in the Fall Handicap, 
won by King Pepper, with Dublin sec- 
ond, and Col. Bill third. Wealth, Requital 
and Cameron were unplaced. The race 
was started by Pettingill, the same starter 
who sent away the field in the Sanford 
Memorial when Upset beat Man o’ War. 

Hatasoo’s last victory was scored in the 
Flying Handicap, six furlongs, under 122 
pounds. She defeated Gay Boy 111, a 
head. Blue Girl, under 124, was third. 

Hatasoo was lame going to the post, 
and she came out of the race practically 
broken down. She never ran again and 
was sold to Clarence Mackay, who put 
her in his Kingston Stud, where she re- 
mained until 1910. She was shipped to 
France, but there is no record of her 
having any produce in that country. The 
best of her foals were Effendi and Pha- 
raoh, 

Blues and Blue Girl were by Sir Dixon 
—Bonnie Blue 2nd, by Hindoo. They 
were bred by Catesby Woodford at his 
Raceland Stud, Paris, Ky., in 1898 and 
1899, respectively. 

Blues was picked out as a yearling by 
Tom Welsh, and raced by Charles 
Fleischmann and Sons. He was sold to 
Frank Farrell at three, after winning the 
Travers Stakes, and was trained by Frank 
Weir thereafter.

who provided the upset of the year when 


he defeated Commando in the Matron 
Stakes. His only stakes victory was scored 
in the Tremont Stakes. Prince Pepper was 
second, Tommy Atkins third. W. C. Whit- 
ney’s Holstein was fourth. The latter was 
to have the distinction of being the first 
sire ever owned by E. R. Bradley. 


At three Blues showed marked im- 
provement. He won the Pocantico and 
Islip Handicaps; the Travers Stakes, with 
Watercolor unplaced; the Delaware Hand- 
icap, beating Rockton, winner of the 
Saratoga Handicap that year, and the 
Saratoga Cup, beating Baron Pepper 
and Imp. This was the first year Sara- 
toga functioned under the guidance of 
William C. Whitney. 

He also won the Second Special (14% 
miles), starting at 13 to 5, beating the 
even-money choice, Watercolor, and Ad- 
vance Guard, and First Whip; the Jerome 
Handicap (114 miles), under 126 pounds, 
beating Baron Pepper, 107, and Hernan- 
do; and the Ramapo Handicap, beating 
Morningside and Gold Heels. 


At four, Blues had another good sea- 
son, winning five races, running second 
in six, and third in four, in 20 attempts. 
Under 126 pounds, he won a handicap 
(1144 miles) beating Hunter Raine and 
Circus. In the Century Stakes (1% 
miles), scale weights, he whipped Ignit- 
er, Major Daingerfield, and his stable 
companion, Bonnibert. In the Second 
Special (114 miles), scale weights, Blues 
humbled Sombrero, Advance Guard, Ar- 
ticulate, and The Rival. He was a gal- 
loping winner by six lengths. It was 
Blues’ big race. 

At five, Blues won three races in eight 
starts. His principal victory was scored 
in the Bay Ridge Handicap, beating Her- 
bert, Moon Daisy and Hunter Raine. 

Blues wound up at the Jones Stock 
Farm, Parnell, Mo., but he never did 
much as a stock horse. He was there as 
late as 1921, in company with Seth, Waldo 
(a first class 2-year-old in 1909) and 
Harrigan. I suppose he died in Missouri, 
but that was years before B. A. Jones 
had gained any reputation as a trainer, 
and the Calumet Farm was not even 
thought of from a Thoroughbred stand- 
point. 

Blue Girl ran at two and three, started 
in 12 races, won seven, was second in three, 
and unplaced once. She ran in the col- 
ors of John E. Madden at two, until after 
the Saratoga Special, when she was sold 
to William C. Whitney. She was trained 
thereafter by John W. Rogers. 

In the first half of the year, she was 
reckoned to be the best 2-year-old in 
training. But later in the year, her rec- 
ord was eclipsed by Endurance by Right. 

She began her career by winning two 


stakes, the Juvenile and Eclipse, the lat. 
ter with 124 pounds. In this race, she 
vanquished The Hoyden, Major Dainger. 
field, Saturday, Whiskey King and Hy. 
phen. Grail beat her a head in the Cr. 
terion Stakes. She conceded 10 pounds 
to the winner. She picked up the winning 
thread again when she won the Great 
American Stakes under 123, easy to back 
at 6 to 1. Nasturtium, 115, was second, 
and Major Daingerfield was third. 


She was unexpectedly beaten in the 
Tremont Stakes, under 126 pounds, by 
Whiskey King, 115, a 15 to 1 chance, 
ridden by that very fine jockey, George 
M. Odom. She bounced right back again 
to win the Great Trial Stakes, under 
126 pounds. The favorite at 8 to 5, Hy. 
phen, 122, was second, and Goldsmith, 
117, was third. Her stablemate Flywheel, 
Compute, Whiskey King, and five others 
completed the field. When she was beat- 
en in the first Saratoga Special by Gold. 
smith, Madden weakened on her and sold 
her to Mr. Whitney for whom she won 
the Great Filly Stakes. Gunfire was cou 
pled with her and so was Rose of May, 
Both were unplaced. Lux Casta and 
Hanover Queen also ran. Blue Girl wound 
up the year finishing down the course 
in the Junior Champion Stakes, won by 
Goldsmith. Igniter was second, Blue Girl 
was ninth. 


Blue Girl was stronger than some of | 
the other Whitney horses. which contract: | 


ed respiratory ailments. John W. Rogers 
was able to get her to stand for at least 
three races. She began by winning the 
Ladies Stakes, beating Hatasoo, Hanover 
Queen, and Par Excellence. She then 
went to Gravesend, where she won the 
Gazelle Stakes (1;z45 miles), beating Par 
Excellence, in receipt of 11 pounds, and 
Hanover Queen, 113. 

Her last race was the Flying Handicap, 
in which she carried top weight, 124 
pounds. She was favorite at 7 to 5, but 
she was beaten into third place behind 
Hatasoo, 122, and Charles F. Hill’s Gay 
Boy, 111. Blue Girl came back to the 
judges’ stand noticeably lame and was 
retired forthwith. 

As a broodmare, she gained no luster. 
She stood at Harry Payne Whitney's 


Brookdale Stud, near Red Bank, N. J., | 


until 1912, when she was shipped to Eng- 
land, where she remained until 1915. She 
was brought back and remained at Brook- 
dale until her death in 1919. Offhand, | 
recall she produced Blue Grass, Delft 
(she gained some reputation as a pro- 
ducer), Blue Laddie, and Sky Blue (dam 
of the Walden Stakes winner, Rip Rap).

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BOOK REVIEW 


Most collectors of the literature of the 
Turf. whenever they have purchased col- 
lections of the old Spirit of the Times, 
have discovered that the excellent engrav- 
ings of famous horses occasionally issued 
with the magazine had been appropriated 
by previous owners. The many who liked 
these old pictures. usually based on paint- 
ings by the famous Edward Troye. will 
be pleased to note that the Harvard Uni- 
versity Press has issued a reprinting of 
The American Sporting Gallery, as it was 
called by Editor William T. Porter when 
first issued as a group of engravings suit- 
able for framing. 

The reprinting was prepared under the 
direction of Carvel Collins. of the Har- 
vard faculty, who has written a commen- 
tary on each of the pictures. along with 
a brief foreword on the Gallery in gen- 
eral. 

The horses included are Black Maria. 
John Bascombe, *Leviathan, Shark. 
*Hedgeford (which became one of the 
foundations of the American Saddle 
Horse). Boston. Argyle. Wagner. Mon- 
arch, Monmouth Eclipse. Grey Eagle. the 
trotters Ripton and Confidence. and the 
famous mare Fashion. Besides these is in- 
cluded the portrait of Col. William R. 
Johnson, who by the time he was 26 years 
old was being called by contemporary 
writers “the Napoleon of the Turf.” 

The well known portrait of Black Maria. 
a famous race mare of the early 1830's. 
shows her being tied to a tree by her 
groom. Mr. Collins explains in his com- 
mentary: 


The oddity of the pose of mare and groom in 
this picture is explained by the brother of her 
breeder: “Troye directed Bill Patrick, her faithful 
groom, to ride her out into a paddock in front of 
his window: this proceeding might be all very 
well for the painter and for the mare. Bill thought. 
but as for him, he was inclined to ‘sulk,’ after 
hours’ promenading. whipping off 
saddle, he incontinently determined to hitch the 
mare and ‘bolt,’ for the which disregard of orders 
and his lukewarmness in facilitating the progress 
of the Fine Arts. Troye clapped him into his pic- 
ture in the very act of committing so grave an 
offence in the eye of a turfman or an artist. as 
hitching a race horse to a tree! Of course. he 


two 


will now go down through all time as the boy 
who was guilty of so unpardonable a sin, but for 
fear that his punishment would be greater than 
he could bear. Troye, through urgent intercession, 
was finally induced to remit a portion of the pun- 
ishment he had intended. by concealing his face.” 


The engravings. about 164% by 12% 
inches. are excellent reproductions, with 
the fine detail carefully preserved. The 
picture of Argyle shown here was made 
from a photograph of the engraving, and 
in the processing necessary to produce a 
photograph and half-tone has lost much 
of its original excellence. 

Argyle. foaled in 1830. was bred by
